 The minimum interval between Hep A #1 and Hep A #2 is 6 calendar months. 

 

Two or more injectable or nasally administered live vaccines not administered on the same day should be 
separated by at least 4 weeks to minimize the potential risk for interference.  If 2 such vaccines are            
separated by <4 weeks, the second vaccine administered should not be counted and the dose should be 
repeated at least 4 weeks later.  MMR #2 was administered less than 4 weeks after Varicella dose #2.
